The fields were divided 
Into squares called wells, from their re- 
semblance to the Chinese character signi- 
fying a well, surrounded aud furrowed by 
ditches so arranged that eight farmers, 
each tilling his own tract, united in culti- 
vating the ninth, interior tract, which be- 
longed to the state, and tho produce of 
which paid their rent. 


The system succeeded to a. marvel. Each 


tenant was proprietor of about fifteen 
acres, the whole product of which, be- 
longed to him, while the state was really 
proprietor of the whole, and had as a land- 
lord the income of the ninth tract. Be- 
sides this each farmer hud some 3 350 
square metres of ground for his farm yard 
and his mulberry trees. 


Thus he always enjoyed a surplus of pro- 


visions, of pork and poultry for food, and 
Bilk for clothing. No one at this time WHS 
richer or poorer thau another, but a com- 
plete social equality existed, and every one 
they say, was satisfied.—Gen. Tcheug KJ

Tho priests of Thebes and Memphis 


made great advances in the knowledge 
of the art of extracting metals, of forming 
alloys, and of making vessels uncl tools out 
of them. They distinguished crtido gold 
from refined gold, and could work that 
metal up into n variety of articles. They 
fed tbe hope that they might be able to 
obtain it by coloring asemon or silver 
yellow. 
Of the latter metal they made 


money, the value of which was guaranteed 
by an impressed image. They extracted 
gold and silver from electrum, a mineral 
containing both substances, but which 
presented to their eyes the appearance of a 
metal like them. This was what led them 
to the notiou of transmutation. 


The Egyptians designated as "chesbet" 


several kinds of blue or green sapphires 
colored with cobalt or copper. They imido 
incrustations, amulets, necklaces and vari- 
ous ornaments of them. They succeeded 
In compounding an artificial chesbet re- 
tembliugtho natural stone. A fact worthy 
of remark in the matter is that this was 
done by "the assimilation of a colored sub- 
stance, a precious stone, an enamel, a 
vitrified color with metals." 


This assimilation suggested tho new Idea 


of dyeing, "tor the Imitation ot the sap- 
phire rests on the coloring of a large mass, 
colorless by itself, but constituting the vit- 
rifiable basis, which we dye by the aid of a 
small quantity of coloring matter. With 
enamels and colored glasses thus prepared 
the natural precious stones were repro- 
duced. They were covered with figures, 
with objects of earth or stone, aud were in- 
crusted with metallic objects."—M. Louia 
Oliver in Populnr Science.

A SCARED WATCHMAN. 


In order that the thousands of weary 


people in our great cities, and particularly 
in the large manufacturing towns, may 
lie down at night and slisep in peace it is 
necessary that many of their fellow men 
•hall keep watch and ward. There is the 
ever Imminent danger of flro to be guarded 
•gainst, as well as depredations by thieves 
•nd burglar*, explosions of gas, damage 
by water and electricity, and a hundred 
other perils incident to modern life. This 
necewdty make* tho night watchman, one 
Of whom I have been since I was BO years 
old. 


As nearly «B I can learn, there are at 


present lia the United States not far from 
40,000 of these nightly watchers, not in- 
cluding night policemen, arid I often think 
what an army they would make if itmr- 
ahaled in forty regiments and placed on 
parade upon Honton common or in Central 
park, with their dark lanterns, "paralyz- 
ers" and revolvers. 


Not all night watchmen carry weapons. 


Many of them do not. own a pistol, and 
then arc some who do not even carry lan- 
terns. In certain factories lanterns are 
prohibited, on the ground that fire will lie 
more readily discovered by a person who 
KOCH about in the (lurk. It is my opinion 
that every intelligent watchman should be 
provided with a small dark lantern. The 
possession of such a lantern would have 
saved me one of the worst frights I ever 
had. I will tell the story presently. 


Another device, or badge of the craft, 


which many night watchmen carry is a 
"wateh." It is not a watch for keeping 
time, but a contrivance for keeping watch 
of the watchman: for although most 
watchmen are trusty atul honest, there are 
chirks who would sleep and fail to make

.fn.an wise, weighing from 


one to three or four pounds, which the 
watchman carries, either ki his hand or 
suspended across his shoulder by a strap. 
It can be opened for the insertion of a 
paper dial, by means of a key which is 
•Iway* in the possession of some trusted 
•gent of the firm or company, who, having 
put in • fresh dial, gives it into the hands 
of the watchman when he appears for duty 
each evening at 0 o'clock. 


But this is not the only key; it is a watch 


of many keys, and the other keys are dis- 
tributed to different rooms or points 
throughout the buili'ing, yard or territory 
whloh it is the watchman's business to pa- 
trol. There may be twenty such keys, each 
chained securely at its station. 


The watchman visits these stations in 


order, one after another, and in passing in- 
aerta the key at a keyhole in the watch and 
turns it around. The revolution pricks a 
record upon the dial, and so adjusts the 
mechanism that the only key which will 
flt the hole next time is the one which 
ought in proper order to succeed. These 
records stand opposite the time of night at 
which they are made, and any neglect on 
ife^Mrt.qf_>he^wBt<:hman.tq,vi.sJS a. .key 
ally once In thirty minutes, or once an 
hour, is certain to bo exposed when his 
watch is opened and inspected next morn- 
Ing. 


There are other expedients for insuring 


faithfulness on the part of w»lchmen. In 
Borne factories and foundries, Instead of a 
portable watch and key stations, electric 
buttons are distributed about the premises. 
The watchman as ho makes his rounds 
presses these, and in so doing punctures a 
record in n dial inside a patrol clock in the 
private office of the firm. 


As I look back over my life as a night 


watchman the only satisfaction I have 
with regard to it is in the thought that 
it has been a useful service, and that if I 
had not rendered it some one else would 
have been obliged to do so. It is not an 
enjoyable vocation. I feel as if I had never 
Men half enough daylight and sunshine. 
My eyes seem no longer adapted today- 
light; they blink like those of an owl in 
the daytime. I now sleep fairly well in 
the daytime, but did not at first, and many 
watchmen complain that they never sleep 
•oundly. 


An a rule a watchman's life is quite un- 


eventful. One night is like another, and 
jnonth .ffillowft tnnnt.h with i\nt.Mn£ to 
break the monotony of darkness and 
silence. But now and then some startling 
Incident occurs. 


During my first year as a night watch- 


man, when I was little more than a boy, 
•o to sneak, I was watching in a large cot- 
ton factory in one of the manufacturing 
cities of Massachusetts. After the hun- 
dreds of operatives had departed, at 6 
o'clock, the different rooms of the mill 
were locked up. The custom now is to 
leave them open. 


I carried a large ring of keys that fitted 


all the rooms, and my schedule of duties 
required that (should make the round of 
the entire factory once every hour. 


In the spinning room and in each of the 


weave rooms there was a "wateh clock," 
connected with the works of which was a 
movable dial that ascended slowly inside a 
closed case below the face of the clock, and 
Into this the watchman was required to 
drive a peg every time he made his rounds. 
The peg was inserted at a little round hole 
in the case, and immediately ascended out 
of Bight. 


The pegs corresponded to the hour, and 


were carefully inspected by the superin- 
tendent every morning. A watchman who 
twice failed to drive his peg at the proper 
hour waa dismissed. This would be deemed 
• rather clumsy device at the present time, 
but it then answered its purpose very well. 


My orders were to unlock the rooms and 


walk in tbe dark down the long aisles be- 
tween the rows of looms, peering about 
for tbe least glimmer of fire, listening for 
«*J unusual noise, and sniffing the air for 
•ay unusual odor, as of smoke or gas. 


For •>long while It gave mt very "poker- 


Uh" sensations to enter the dark rooms 
and go about alone amid the now silent 
machinery, whose dim outlines gave me 
an odd feeling. Occasionally I would hear 
• slight ping in the iron or steel work of 
the looms, or the stillness would be broktn 
by a hollow gurgle In the pipes. 


I carried a stick with which to feel my 


way; and all the little raps that I made, 
•swell OB my footfalls, sounded so loud 
that I would actually find myself going on 
tiptoes. A dark lantern, which I could 
now and then open to send a ray of light 
•head, would have been a great comfort 
to me. 


I would not bare admitted to myself 


then that I was afraid; but I know now 
that on many nights I did actually suffer 
much from that kind of timidity which 
may b» described as "night fear." In aft- 
er rears these feelings wore away; but 
daring the first year I would often hear 
my own heart thumping bard and fast and 
my ears ringing, as I stood still to listen 
and sniff the air. 


A little after 11 o'clock one evening as I 


unlocked the door of one of the weave 
looms I heard a noise that sounded like* 
pair of small pincers or a pair of shears 
dropped to the floor down toward the fur- 
ther end of tbe room. The sound came 
Tery distinctly to me, for the room waa as 
•till asa tomb. I stoppedjhort and listened 


for frill} n minute aliil then said, "Who'* 
there?" 


There was no reply. J reflected that It 


was probably a pair of shears, left careless- 
ly lying on a loom by Home one of the mill 
tdrla, which had at length slid off to the 
floor. I walked Blowly alsng the potMagm 
lietweun tlie looms, rapping on them with 
my ttticlc. It was quite a dark night in 
August. Clouds had risen; and I had once 
or twice heard thunder, as if a shower was 
leathering over the town. 


I thrust my stick in between the looms, 


tint detected nothing unusual. But just as 
1 stopped to drive a peg at the watch clock 
I fancied I heard a faint rustle among the 
looms behind roe. I experienced a sudden 
eensation, too, as if there was gome one 
else in the room. 


I went back und imssed entirely around 


tbe room and down the center, listening 
and poking about with my stick, tbcu 1 
went out and locked thu door. 


It began to rain, with a few flashes of 


lightning and a good deal of thunder 
prowling in the heavens. This continued 
till after midnight. 
When I made my 


rounds between 12 and 1 o'clock, I heard 
nothing unusual in the weave room; but 
upon unlocking the door a few minutes 
past 1,1 again heard a peculiar sound, like 
the half sigh, half fcnore which some per- 
S'lns make when partially waked from 
sleep. 


It startled me even more than the first 


noise I had heard, although the thought 
came into my mind on the instant that it 
might be from a draught of wind. liut I 
culled out again, loudly and plainly, 
"Who's in here?" and added that whoever 
wan lurking there had better begetting 
out in haste.

New Wuy to Make Copper Pipes. 


Electrically deposited copper is now ex- 


hibited in London in the shapo of copper 
pipes of all sizes, from six to eighteen 
inches in diameter, and about ten feet in 
length; some are little more than one-six- 
teenth of an inch thick, while others are 
three-eighths of an inch. They were all 
prepared by a pntent copper depositing 
company, which is now working on a com- 
mercial scale from common Chili bars 
without any immediate process. 


The liars are placed as the anode in an 


electrolytic bath, and the tubes are depos- 
dividual atom of metuT being rubbed into 
those surrounding it by an agate burnisher. 
The result is a metal having a tensile 
strength of twenty-five tons per square 
inch, with 20 per cent, elongation, and of 
such purity that, when drawn into wire, it 
has <\n elongation of 104, or 4 per cent, bet- 
ter than the standard. 


This metal is so ductile tliat it can be 


drawn down till it takes forty miles to 
weigh a pound; this can be done without 
any annealing whatever, and the final prod- 
uct resembles hair of a most brilliant flame 
colored hue.—Engineering.
